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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7-1 3 and 1 5-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant Admitted Prior Art (AAPA), Saito et al. (5,570,274), Dobbin, II et al. 
(6,452,1 13) and Dwarves (6,400,033). appear to be the closest prior art reference. 
AAPA, Saito et al., Dobbin, II et al. and Dwarves teach substantially the entire claimed 
structure, as applied to daim 7 above, except an encapsulant substantially filling the 
cavity while substantially not overflowing the cavity. 

Therefore, prior art do not teach or render obviousness the semiconductor structure, as 
claimed. The allowability at least in part resides in the above described stmcture having 
elements, which are not disclosed in the prior art searched.
